Some years ago, before the Kaiser had pressed the 
button and his machine had set out to do the rest, 
there was exhibited in a tractor show at Hinloch 
Park the caterpillar tractor from which the British 
have evolved the tank. That tractor could climb 
trees, laugh at mud, dance on sand, hurdle ditches 
and do all the things a tank can do; but it lacked the 
glamour of war to attract attention or draw a crowd. 
Indeed, it is now no secret that the military possibili- 


ties of the caterpillar were first discovered by the - 


Germans, They bought these tractors in quantity, the 
orders ostensibly coming from the owners of German 
and Austrian estates. It was not until the war be- 
gan and the Germans hauled their big guns through 
Belgium with caterpillars that even the manufac- 
turers of these unique monsters realized why Ger- 
many had for some time been the best market for 
them. There was a considerable shipment of them on 
the way to Germany when the war broke out. The 
British got it. Of course, what the Germans did 
after war began was to manufacture them them- 
selves. The chance of collecting royalties from them 
after the war is what is known in popular humor as a 
fat chance. The thing that must impress one is the 
difference between a military country and one merely 
raising crops. The one, always on the alert for what- 
ever served the purposes of the army, grabbed the 
caterpillar, whereas the other scarcely knew there 
was any such thing. The difference between the lit- 
tle group of tractor men and farmers which saw the 
caterpillar do its stunts at Kinloch Park years ago 
and the crowd which followed the tank through the 
streets of St. Louis last week just about makes the 
point.

AFTER THE WAR. 


N American correspondent who was in Ger- 
A many three years up to July last says the 
: Germans are not greatly worried about sell- 
‘ing their goods after the war. They know pretty 
well what is thought of them the world around, but 
they are relying upon things théy have discovered 
during the war to restore to them their former posi- 
tion in trade. For instance, he says, they have dis- 
covered a substitute for copper which conducts elec- 
tricity quite as well as copper does and can be sold at 
6 cents a pound. The price of copper is about 29 
cents a pound. The argument they make is that no- 
body is going to pay the difference because of preju- 
dice against German manufacture. Moreover, they 
expect to sell their electrical machinery to the trade, 
refusing to make their substitute for copper avail. 
able except as their machinery goes with it. We are 
told that as the art of substitution by Germany has 
offset the blockade, so is it to offset the prejudice 
against that country in the world of trade. 
However, we won’t attach too much importance to 
that sort of thing. What we would like to bet is that 
the rest of the world will have learned a thing or two 
during the war. We have in this country, for in- 
stance, a genius for invention and substitution which 
may be said to be only getting to work. Nobody 
knows what Mr. Edison is doing. We are merely as- 
“el that he is too busy to talk. Then there is Mr. 
Ford. We haven’t heard anything of him for some 
time, but we imagine the patent office has. We are 
not saying that we are the equals of the Germans in 
chemistry or that necessity has not driven them fur- 
ther than it has driven us. What we will say is that 
we don’t believe there -will be anything like the 
scramble for German sales agencies through the world 
after the war that the Germans are disposed to think 
there will be. We have only heard from their inven- 
tion first. That is abort all we make of it

Corp. C. E. Seeger of Twelfth 
Engineers, in Letter, Describes

A letter from Corporal Charles B. 
Seeger, Of the Twelfth BHngineers' 
Regiment, describing his experiencés 
“on the firing line” in the German 
offensive, has been feceived by Har- 
old L. Brown, St. Louis manager of 
the Pittsburg Plate Glass Co. See- 
ger was formerly a salesman for the 
company, and lived at 3454A Arse- 
nal street, 

Corporal Seegefrs letter was dated 
April 11. He wrote: 

“After the greatest battle in his- 
tory, I take the pleasure of writing 
you a few lifes. I am happy to say 
that I am safe, but, with quite a 
number of our Company, am in the 
hospital. However, [ was most for- 
tunate to @éscape as lightly as I did 
and expect to be out again in the 
next few weeks, when I will be ready 
for thé front again and take part im 
the next engagement which will soon 
come.’ 

Says Many Engineers Are Dead. 

“Many of th@ engineers are dear 
and wounded, I do not as yet know 
to what extent. For three days and 
nights I had no sleep or rest.. I lost 
everything I had; clothes, ete.,’”’ all 
I retained was my gun and cartridge 
belt.

A boy who had been just one of a 
group of 600, and not more or less no- 
ticeable than the rest, still swallowing a last 
bite of apple pie a la mode, rose from the long 
board at the Railroad Y. M. C. A.: canteen, held 

out his hand, which I grasped, and was gone. 
What sudden impulses overcame an all too ap- 
parent shyness and made him turn demonstrative- 
ly to the first woman aé hand, it was easy to 
imagine. This train load of troops were com- 
pleting the first lap of a most momentous jour- 
ney. It was their first stop in three days and 
nights of travel and they were headed eastward. 
An officer had appeared at the door just now 
and shouted orders to a certain company to 
“Fall in.” The men had all had a refreshing 
‘bath at the pool in the main building, and amaz- 
ingly large helpings of food for checks purchased 
at 5 cents @ach. They had been served by wom- 
en in fresh blue gingham aprons and white or- 
gandy caps, women who were too busy to talk in 
the rush and scramble as company after company 
lined up at the counter with about 600 orders of 
almost as many different and strangely original 
combinations of food. But something in the 


|} manner of the waitresses, their amateurishness, 


maybe, their eagerness and gay good humor, 
something in the amosphere of the whole place 
was convincing that the service was volunteer, 
unpaid and from the heart. 

Possibly it came over the youth that I repre- 
sented a small atom of a big something he was 
leaving behind, something he would not come 
in close contact with for a long time, maybe 
never again—just American women folks. So 
he felt moved to grasp my hand. This was the 
last company to be fed and it was with very 
apparent reluctance they dragged themselves 
from the table at the word of command, gave a 
concerted hitch to their belts ahd a last linger- 
ing survey to the cosy interior of the hut. 

Probably every man of the 600 was entertain- 
ing the same sentiment I attributed to this 
youth. And they were all going over seas to 
fight for American women folks. Something in 
my throat warned me that in another instant 
I should be a “sob sister” sure enough. But my 
soldier boy had melted into the lines of khaki 
stretching across the yard and I joined the can- 
teeners in the doorway who were waving their 


‘aprons in response to the hearty cheers of the 


men being marched away to their train. 


‘Personal Touch” Accomplished Fact. 

Thus I am able to testify to the efficacy of the 
“personal touch,” aimed at as much as the serv- 
ice of good, wholesome food at bare cost, by 
the Y. M. C. A. when they asked Mrs. Charles 
Cummings Collins to organize women of her ac- 
quaintance to take charge. Mrs. Collins is chair- 
man of .a group of 70 women who are keeping 
the canteen at Union Stattion open from 9 to 9, 

working in shifts and personally performing all 
the service incident to the kitchen and lunch 
counter. 

I had arrived just in time to hear the announce- 
ment that a troop train of 600 were unloading 
in the yards and would presently stampede the 
lunch counter. The waitresses who had been 
gossiping in groups or chatting to a few scat- 
tered men in uniform, sprang to their posts. 
There was a moment of apprehension and doubt, 
because so many times there has been notifica- 
tion of a train, and great stacks of sandwiches

Immediately organdy caps were set awry and 
all was hurry and scurry. The train stopped just 
50 minutes. When the place was empty again, 
naturally there was considerable disorder. It was 
surprising to see these women, many of whom 
never need to do such things at home, turn to 
with dishpans, brooms and mops, not as glee- 
fully, perhaps, as they had handed out pastries, 
but with no less energy, until I learned it was a 
contest to outdo the previous shift in neatness 
and set an all but unattainable example to the 
next shift. | 

When the crowd is so dense many instances 
of the personal touch are lost sight of, but be- 
tween trains, when the hut is a waiting place for 
small detachments or solitary travelers in uni- 
form, there are many incidents of personal con- 
tact which the women interested, and no doubt 
the men, carry away in pleasant memory.

They had lost some 3000 
square miles of the Province of Vene- 
tia, with a certain number of towns 
of industrial importance; as it stood 
then, and stands now, they had lost 
about half the area which France had 
been compelled to surrender as a 
result of her defeats of 1914. 


Italian Front Contracted. 

When the Austro-German offen- 
sive began last autumn the Italian 
front was nearly 500 miles long, and 
its character was exceedingly unfor- 
tunate for the Italians, because the 
Austrians in the Trentine district 
south of Tyrol were close to the vital 
communications of the several Ital- 
ian armies east of the Brenta and 
holding the semicircular front be- 
tween the Brenta and the Adriatic. 

At the close of the offensive the 
Italian line had tontracted to less 
than a third of its former extent, 
and, while the chief disadvantage 
survived, it survived in a limited 
form, since that portion of the Ital- 
ian army fighting with its face to the 
east was only a few miles. beyond 
the point in its communications 
nearest to the Austro-German front 
along the Trentine boundary. Had 
the Austro-Germans been able. to

“At the reception given recent- 
ly in Berlin by Emperor William 
to members of the Reichstag, the 
Emperor, in conversation with 
Philipp Scheidemann, the Social- 
ist leader, spoke slightingly of 
America’ and expressed the con- 
viction that the United States 
would not play a decisive part in 
the war.”—From the Augsburg 
(Bavaria) Post-Zeitung. 

In the order to the army and navy,

1916, the. Emperor declared: “The 
gallant deeds of our submarines have 
secured for my navy glory and ad- 
miration forever. * * * God also 
in the future will be with us.” The 
proclamation to the German people, 
officially published in Berlin in Jan- 
uary, 1917, concluded with the fol- 
lowing sentence: “The God who 
planted His glorious spirit of free- 
dom in the hearts of our brave peo- 
ples will also give us and our loyal 
allies, tested in battle, the full vic- 
tory over all the enemy lust for 
power and rage for destruction.” 
In September, 1917, however, the 
Emperor permitted himself to ex- 
press, not only joy and triumph, but 
regret that he did not have a larger 
navy. In conversation with a Ger- 
man painter, he. said: 

“If my people had not so em- 

bittered the first 12 years of my 
reign in,my naval plans! If 
those gentlemen had only known 
what one more squadron means 
on the sea they would act to- 
day and for all future times 
quite differently.”"—From the 
Dusseldorf General Anzeiger. 
The sentences from the Emperor’s 
famous manifestoes of August, 1914, 
“Forward with God!” and Aug. 1, 
1915,’“Before God and history my 
conscience is clear. I did not will 
the war,” are unforgettable, ag is the 
remark to the war correspondents 
quoted in a dispatch from Berlin, on 
his birthday, in January, 1915, “My 
principle is the word of old John 
Knox, that ‘one man with God is al- 
ways in the majority.’”

HOPE FOR UNITY OF

Four of the Five in Party 
Fought With French From 
1914 Till Polish Army Was 
Formed and Have Been 
Decorated. : 


The Military mission of the Polish 
Army in France visits St. Louis to- 
day on its tour of the United States 
tu stir Poles to enlist in the support 


ef the United States and its associ- 
ates in war in the knowledge that an 
ailied victory will mean the restor- 
ation of the ancient kingdom of Po- 
lund by the union of German, Rus- 
sian and aAustrian Polands. The 
kingdom of Poland was dismem- 
bered in 1791. 

Four of the five men who com- 
prise the mission, fought with the 
French army from the beginning of 
the war until Poland had an army of 
its own in the trenches, when they 
went to commands among their 
countrymen. The members of the 
mission are: 


Maj. Joseph F. Kozlowski— 
chairman, a member of the 
army of France since his eigh- 
teenth bigthday, served with dis- 
tinction in Africa and Madagas- 
car, wounded and decorated 
many times, rose from private 
fo the rank of Captain, and in 
the present war decorated with 
the cross of the Legion of Hon- 
or for gallantry. Transferred to 
the Polish army with rank of 
commanding Major. 

Capt. John Henry Wagner— 
Enlisted in the French army in 
1914 and fought with the in- 
fantry in Normandy... Was at 
the battle of the Marne, and la- 
ter at Givinehy performed an 
act of heroism that was _ re- 
warded with the cross of the 
Legion of Honor. Though his 
leg was shattered, he refused to 
relinquish his command, and di- 
rected the fight for several 
hours after his injury. Trans- 
ferred to the Polish army with 
rank of Captain. 

Capt. Stanislaw Gredzki— 
Served with the One Hundred 


and at the battle of Masurian 
Lakes was one of three survi- 
vors of the officers of the reg- 
iment, though severely 
wounded. Decorated by the 
Czar, and subsequently wounded 
several times. 

Lieut. Stanislaw Ponittok- 
ski-——-Lineal descendant of one 
of the ancient Poland’s Kings, 
enlisted in the French army, 
serving in the early stages of 
the war as a courier from the 
front to Paris, in which duty he 
was wounded four times, and 
decorated with the service cross. 
The mission is scheduled to ar- 
rive at 8 a. m. and will be escorted 
to breakfast at the Jefferson Hotel 
by a committee of St. Louis Poles. 
The members will attend high mass 
at the New Cathedral at 10 a. m. 
and thereafter will be driven to the 
Country Club, returning for dinner

SPARE TUBES NEED CARE 

Clarence Guenther of City Tire 
Co., local selling agent for the Miche- 
lin Tire Co., says that the average 
motorist has learned by experiemce to 
take proper care of the mechanism of 
his car, but he, too, oftens neglects 
his tires. Ordinary cars aceorded 
spare casings and tubes is good in- 
surance, and will save the motorist 
both cash and trouble, and a few sug- 
gestions, therefore, regarding the 
proper care of tires may benefit the 
reader. 

For example, never carry spare 
tubes unprotected in the tool box— 
they are gimost certain to come in 
contact with sharp tools and perhaps 
greasy rags, or other greasy articles, 
all of which are deadly enemies to 
rubber. 

Exposure to strong light and vary- 
ing degrees of temperature is also in- 
jurious te rubber, robbing it of its 
elasticity and making it brittle, Al- 
ways carry spare tubes in the water- 
proof cloth bags supplied by all ac- 
cessory dealers for this purpose. 

Motorists sometimes try to avoid 
trouble by carrying spare tubes in the 
original cardboard boxes. Jolting is 
sure to cause tubes to chafe against 
the more or less rough inner sides of 
the boxes, eventually weakening the 
tubes by wearing away the rubber. 
Unless inner tubes are to be stored in 
th garage they should always be 
taken from the original boxes and 
placed in the tube bags already de- 
scribed.

LICENSE PLATES 
ON DRIVE-AWAY CARS 


Dealers who have had difficulties 
with local officials in various places 
over the movement of strings of cars 
in “drive-aways” from the factories 
can avoid trouble over license plates 
by purchasing a sufficient number of 
duplicates of their dealer’s licénse 
plates to attach to each car in the 
string and using these for each suc- 


| cessive “drive-away” during the year. 


In a letter to the National Automo- 
bile Chamber of Commerce, Francis 
M, Hugo, Secretary of State for New 
York, writes: 

“The motor vehicle law of this state 
does not authorize this office either 
to grant privileges for running cars 
through the state under their own 
power or to issue any transit tags. 
The proper way to do is to get out 
extra sets of dealers’ plates enough 
to cover all shipments of cars, to be 
used on the cars while going through 
the state. After the cars are deliv- 
ered at their destination, the plates 
can be shipped back to the manufac- 
turer and used for the next lot. 

“Most of the dealers have ac- 
quiesced in this, suggestion and have 
found it very successful, and it would 
seem to me to meet the situation. 

Under the reciprocity provisions of 
the different state laws, these deal- 
ers’ plates will be recognized and the 
strings of cars prmitted to pass 
through. A fee of $5 is charged for 
each set of duplicate plates for one 
car. Fifty sets probably wold suffice 
for all “drive-aways’” made by one 
dealer in the year. 

The New York state low provides 
for the issuance of “such additional 
sets, not exceeding four, for which he 
(the manufacurtrer or dealer), shall 
have paid the fees provided * * * but 
the Secretary of State may limit the 
total number of dealers plates to be 
issuedt oany particular dealer ‘in ex- 
cess of five.’ 

It is pray not the intention of 
the Secretary of State to take advan- 
tage of this limitation.

“The police power of the State is 
expressiy reserved by Section 5, Ar- 
ticle 12 of the Constitution, supra, 
and it has been definitely decided by 
the Supreme Court of this State and 
affirmed by the Supreme Court of 
‘he United States, that such nower 
cannot be parted with even by the 
‘State itself.

“The company is averse to the 
adoption of the zone system at this 
time, and, under all the circum- 
stances, we have concluded, for the 
present at least, to retain the system 
of uniform rates for all distances 
within the city limits, though we 
would urge upon both the city and 
the company a careful consideration 
of the zone system, with a view to its 
ultimate adoption, as soon as the 
public can be brought to a realiza- 
tion of its advantages. 

“Having for the present rejected 
the zone system of rates, it becomes 
necessary either to charge for trans- 
fers or to increase the fare above 
five cents, the present uniform rate 
within the city. , 

Transfer Charge Considered. 

The estimated increase in revenue 
due to a charge of 1 cent for trans- 
fer amounts to. $703,679.16, which 
amount is $1,425,821 less than the 
increase required. This estimate 
from transfers is based on the as- 
sumption that a charge of 1 cent for 
a transfer would cause a reduction 
of 50 per cent in the number of 
transfers heretofore issued during 
1917, We are of the opinion that a 
transfer charge is very undesirable 
and works a hardship upon a con- 
siderable portion of the traveling 
public, and that under existing con- 
ditions it is advisable to retain uni- 
versal free transfer privilege and 
provide for the neecssary increase 
in revenue by imcreasing the fare. 

“Increasing the fare for adults 
from 5 cents to 6 cents within the 
city and retaining the 2% cents fare 
for children will provide an esti- 
mated increase in revenue of $2,026,- 
079, which is approximately $200,- 
000 less than the required increase. 

“The commission therefore con- 
cludes that the present fare of 5 
cents for adults is insufficient’ to 
yield reasonable compensation for 
the service rendered and is unjust 
and unreasonable and that the com- 
pany shall be allowed to charge a 
fare of 6 cents for adults and the 


dren. 

The company will be required to 
issue coupon books for the conveni- 
ence of the public, without reduc- 
tion of rate, so as to make it possi- 
ble for the traveling public to avoid 
the delay and inconvenience arising 
from the making of chang. 

Monthly Statements Required. 

“It is impossible to forecast the 
future operating expenses with cer- 
tainty. The commission will re- 
quire the company to submit month- 
ly statements setting forth full in- 
formation upon the revenue and ex- 
‘penditures during the month and 
will endeavor to so change the fare 
from time to time, either by reduc- 
tion in the basic rate or in the price 
of coupon books, so as to insure a 
net average return to the company 
as herein allowed, and ne more. 

“If the company will agree to set 
aside any excess earnings, above the 
net return herein allowed, for inter- 
est and dividenda in a fund to be 
used as a reserve or to be'‘expended 
for extensions, improvements and 
betterments with the consent of the 
commission, without capitalizing 
same as against the city and with 
due regard to the principle that such 
excess earnings shall primarily ac- 
crue to the benefit of the general 
public, then and in that event it is 
obvious that it will not be necessary 
to change the rates as often as might 
otherwise he deemed advisable, as the 
city would receive the benefit of such 
,excess earnings as might accrue.

Does Not Fix Wage Increase. 
‘The company has expressed a

‘The commission has based its es- 
timate of operating expenses on such

“In these abnormal times the im- 
portance of the continuous opera- 
tion of the transportation system 
in the city of St. Louis justifies 
prompt action and relief, based upon 
a tentative valuation of the property. 
The commission will retain full jur- 
isdiction of every phase of the case, 
will direct its engineers and account- 
ants to make an appraisal and audit 
of the campariy’s property, and will 
reserve the right to modify any or- 
der entered herein, including the 
rate of fare herein allowed, when- 
ever changed conditions shall jus- 


tify.” 


McCulloch's Estimates of Revenues 
From Different Fares. 


A Post-Dispatch reporter last 
night sought to get a statement from 
Richard McCulloch, president of the 
tnited Railways,..on the effect of the 
increased fares; how much an hour 
increase in wages to the men would 
be provided and when negotiations 
with the employes on the wage ques- 
tion would commence. McCulloch 
said he did not care at this time to 
discuss the matter in detail, explain- 
ing that he preferred first to see the 
official ruling of the commission be- 
fore committing himself to a state- 
ment. 

At his appearance before the Pub- 
lic Service Commission at a hearing 
March 13 at Hotel Statler, McCul- 
loch gave figures to show that in 
1917 the company carried 251,379,- 
285 revenue passengers. He estimat- 
ed that with the same rate of fare 
the company in 1918 would carry 
240,720,755 revenue passengers, 
which, at 5 cents each, would amount 
to $12,036,037.75. 

He testified that. many persons 
who now use the cars for short rides 
on the 5-cent fare would not use 
them if the fare were increased, esti- 
mating that with a 6-cent fare the 
number of passengers carried would 
be 228,684,717, which would yield a 
gross revenue of $13,721,083.02. This 
would be an increase of $1,685,045.52 
over the present income. 

The franchise ordinance recently 
passed by the Board of Aldermen 
provides additional relief for the 
company when it is accepted. It 
waives the mill tax, which amounted 
last year to approximately $240,000, 
and the so-called franchise tax of 
about $238,000.a year. In lieu of 
the mill tax the franchise gives the 
city one-half of 1 per cent of the 
company's gross revenue, which 


| would be $68,699 on the basis of 


gross receipts of $13,721,983. But 
the company has not accepted the 
franchise and has until one year 
after the war ends to do so. This re- 
lief, therefore, does not enter into 
the present wage demands of the em- 
ployes. 

Union Men Will Meet Tomorrow. 

The union car men will have two 
regular meetings tomorrow, at 9 
a. m. and 8 p. m. 

The street car strike in February 
followed the rejection of demands of 
motormen and conductors including 
among improved working conditions 
and other things increases in wages 
of 13 and 14 cents an hour, from a 
basis of 26 and 32 cents to 40 and 
45 cents an hour, 

In a public statement while the 
strike was on McCulloch announced 
that the company would like to xive 
the employes an increase of 10 cents 
an hour. In his testimony before 
the Public Service Commission Mc- 
Culloch said that any. increase in 
wages granted the men would date 
from Feb: 1, the month in which the 
men went on strike. 

Subsequently, however, several 
conferences have been held by Mce- 
Culloch and the Car Men's Union 
Committee, and it has been agreed 


DAUES FAVORS 


APPEAL OF U.R 
-— FARE DEGIION 


City Counselor Points’ Out 
That Way Through Courts 
Is Provided for City by a 
Special Law. 


MAYOR AWAITS 
TEXT OF REPORT 


Agrees With Counselor as to 


Right of City to Appeal, 
but Does Not Want to 
Speculate on Action. 


When City Counselor Daues was 
informed of the Public Service Com- 
mission’s order authorizing a fare 
Mmerease by the United Railways he 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that he favored appealing the case 
to the Circuit Court of St. Louis. 
Whether or not this will be done, 
he added, rests with Mayor Kiel and 
his administration. 

“I am very much disappointed to 
learn of the commission’s decision,”’ 
said Daues. “I was thoroughly con- 
vinced that the United Railways 
could pay the 10 dents an hour in- 
crease to its employes on the reve- 
nue from a 5-cent fare, I think I 
convinced every open-minded per- 
son of this fact ina brief which I 
filed with the commission several 
weeks ago. I cited figures show- 


ing that the raise in wages could bé |’ 


met under the present fare charges 
and I believe the public, if they read 
the brief, would be convinced shat 
the raise is not justified. 

City Favored Wage Increase. 

“While the city has always fav- 
ored granting the increase in wages 
to the men, it has been our position 
that the United Railways could pay 
this increase and still earn 5% 
per cent on a valuation of $60,000,- 
000, while charging a 5-cent fare. 

“The case is by no means closed 
if the administration decides to ap- 
peal. A special law provides that an 
appeal from a decision of the Public 
Service Commission may be taken 
to the St. Louis Circuit Court or the 
Cole County Circuit Court which has 
jurisdiction in Jefferson City. We 
could ask for a writ of review and 
if the Circuit Court sustained the 
commission, an appeal could be 
taken to the State Supreme Court. 
Would Await Text of Decision. 

“However, I don’t believe any def- 
inite decision in the matter will be 
taken by the city until copies of the 
commission's decision are received 
and digested. We may find solace 
in the camplete decision.”’ 

Mayor Kiel said to a _ Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that the course to be 
followed by the city administration 
would not be determined until the 
text of the Public Service Commis- 
sion’s decision had been received and 
studied and he had conferred with 
City Counselor Daues. He said it 
was his understanding that the 
course suggested by Counselor Daues 
is open to the city. He did not wish, 
however, to speculate on the prob- 
able action of the city. 


HOUSE ESTIMATE PUTS YEAR'S

Kitchin Approximates Expenditures

WASHANGTON, May 11 (By A. 
P.).—According to the latest figures 
obtained by members of the 
House the total of estimates 
for next year is $33,500,000,000, 
divided as _  follows:ordinary ex- 
penses, $2,000,000,000; fortifica- 
tions, $6,000,000,000; sundry civil 
and shipping, $3,000,000,000; 
navy deficiency, $1,500,000,000; 
army, $16,000,000,000; loans to the

The stated ground for the 
increased revenue was to ratsé wages 
in order to keep its strike settlement 
pledge, McCulloch stating that with 
the present rate of fare the company 
would be unable to keep its pledge 
without jeopardizing the interest of 
the stockholders and possibly forc- 
ing the system into a receivership. 

Edward McMorrow of Chicago, 
member of the Executive Board of 
the Amalgamated Association of 
Street and Electric Railway Em- 
ployes, who conducted the strike, 
which was won by the men in six 
days, is in the city to attend the 
meetings tomorrow. 

“Tl am glad the commission has 
handed down its decision,’’ McMor- 
row said. ‘“‘The way is now open for 
the employes to effect a good set- 
tlement. The men’s committee will 
proceed as soon as possible to take 
up with the company the wage ques- 
tion. The best possible proposition 
obtainable will he submitted to tte 
men for approva) or disapproval.”

Dissenting Opinion 


HE report in this case of a 
majority of the commis- 
sioners for convenience in 

making reference thereto, may 
be divided into ,two parts; the 
first part treats ‘of the question 
of the jurisdiction of the com- 
mission to entertain the applica- 
tion of the United Railways Co. 
for increased fares; and the sec- 
ond disposes of the case upon 
the evidence by authorizing an 
increase in fares amounting to 
$2,000,000 annually. 

“The jurisdiction of the com- 
mission to entertain the appli- 
cation of the railways company 
to increase fares for carrying 
passengers above the rates pre- 
scribed therefor in the franchise 
granted by the city of St. Louis, 
under which it derived its right 
‘to operate its railway system in 
the streets, was determined be- 
fore hearing the evidence in 
the case. My reason for holding 
that the commission had no 
authority to hear this case are 
fully set forth in the dissenting 
reports filed on March 4, 1918. 
Further consideration of the 
question our jurisdiction to 
hear this case adds to my con- 
viction of the correctness of the 
views expressed heretofore in 
the dissenting reports. It follows 
that I do not concur in either 
the first or second part of the 
report of the majority herein. 

“This case should be _ dis- 
missed, for the reason that the 
fares to be charged by the de- 
fendant were fixed by the fran- 
chise granted by the city in pur- 
suance of an agreement between 
the city of St. Louis and the 
railways company, and the fares 
charged cannot be increased 
during the term of the franchise 
except in pursuance of the terms 
of a new franchise. ‘ 

‘Franchises are derived from 
the State, granting a franchise is 


to Decree

a legislative act. The right to 
control the use of the streets 
and to grant a franchise for the 
use of the same resides in the 
legislature in the absence of a 
limitation placed upoh the right 
of the legislature by the Con- 
stitution of the State. Section 20 
of Article 12 of the Constitution 
of this State limits the power of 
the legislature and inhibits the 
legislature from granting a fran- 
‘chise to a street railway com- | 
pany to operate in the streets 
and authorizes the city to grant 
a franchise for such purpose. 


“Unless the foregoing provi- 
sion is also a grant of power to 
the city to grant a franchise 
there is no source from which a 
franchise to operate a street 

_Tailway in a city can be derived. 
There is no question in this case 
of the use of the reserve power 
of the State for changing the 
terms of a franchise granted by 
the city, because the Constitu- 
tion takes the entire authority to 
grant a franchise to a street rail- 
way company from the. Legisia- 
ture and vests it in the city. The 
Legislature*> did not have the 
power at any time under. the 
Constitution ‘to grant a fran- 
chise to use the streets, hence it 
cannot upon the theory of re- 
served power assume to control 
or to authorize the commission 
to revise the rates of fare which 
was one of the terms upon which 
the city permitted the railway 
company to os upon the 
streets. 

‘Believing that the case should 
be dismissed and that the report 
and order of the majority of the 
Commissioneys herein are un- 
lawful and unjust, I dissent to 
the same.” e

The injunction is supplemental to 
one issued by Judge Dyer, ‘May 2, 
prohibiting strikers from picketing 
the plant and attempting to unionize 
the employes without their consent.

The return alleges that the strike 
was forced on the employes by 
“certain unpatriotic and _ disloyal 
persons whose sympathies are with 
Germany,” officers and agents of 
the company, and who, it is al- 
leged, “are using their offices to 
foster disorder and discord among 
the loyal citizens of the United 
States for certain “clearly defined 
reasons. 7 

Profiteering Alleged. 

These reasons are alleged to be 
to profit illegally in Government 
contracts, to beat down wages un- 
til employes are forced to _ stop 
wosk, to import negroes as strike 
breakers so as to conceal their dis- 
loyal acts under race riots, to em- 
ploy such inferior labor as will cause 
defective ammunition to be deliv- 
ered to the Government, manufac- 
tured by German sympathizers, 
agents and spies or alien enemies; 
to foment disorders, by beating down 
wages, that injure the Government 
and benefit the Germans, and by 
making an opportunity for German 
agents and spies to burn or blow up 
buildings containing food or ammu- 
nition and place the blame on loyal 
workmen. 

It is alleged that before the com- 
pany took Government contracts the 
average wage was 32 cents an hour, 
but that the company represented 
that it would have to pay 75 cents 
an hour and was allowed a Price 
based on 75 cents an hour, but con- 
tinued to pay 32 cents and by em- 
ploying 500 women reduced the av- 
erage to 27 cents.

GENSUS HERE OF 
CHILDREN UP 10 10 


Committees Associated With 
Council of National De- 
fense to Do Work as Part 
of Their Activities. 


The Children’s Welfare Year, 
which is one of the governmental ac- 
tivities of the Council of National 
Defense, has been inaugurated. The 
St. Louis work is under the leader- 
ship of Mrs. Robert McKittrick 
Jones, as chairman of the committee 
which is made up of representatives 
from organizations directly concerned 
with the conservation of child life. 

The census of children from birth 
to the age of 18 years is now being 
taken in St. Louis by the ward or- 
ganization, Mrs. J. P. Higgins, chair- 


man, which is a division of the St. 
sLouis Committee, Council of Na- 
tional Defense. Mrs. Higgins is di- 
récting this work through the ward 
and precinct chairmen, who have 
vver 500 women who are giving their 
time absolutely free. 
Census a Big Undertaking. 

“The census taking of children 
from birth to. the age of 18 years in 
St. Louis,” said Mrs. Robert Mc- 
Kittrick Jones yesterday, ‘“‘is a stu- 
pendous undertaking and is being 
performed by womén of the Council 
of National Defense who have regis- 
tered for governmental service. They 
are giving their time without -com- 
pensation. Neither the city, State 
or Government has provided money 
for this work, and it is being done by 
women who are anxious not only to 
do their bit, but to do their best, and 
the Government realizes the. potency 
of knowing its wealth in childhood, 
and this can only be done by the 
taking of a census of the children 
of the country. 

“The census taking is entirely dif- 
ferent from the weighing and meas- 
uring which will begin May 20. The 
public schools will be used for meas- 
uring and weighing stations which, 
will be under the direction of compe- 
tent physicians and trained nurses 

‘The reason for the taking of the 
census of children from birth to 18 
years of age at this time is to avoid 
duplication of effort. The Govern- 
inent will take up questidén:- dealing 
with children of ages beyond 5 years 
in the very near future and the 
rurpose of taking the census beyond 
the weighing and measuring age is to 
supply the information as a basis for 
this work.” 

The work of taking the census has 
already been begun and an intensive 
campaign will be directed Monday, 
Tuesday and Wednesday May 13, 14 
and 15, throughout the wards ana 
precincts of the city. Reports. will 
be made daily to Mrs. J. P. Higgins, 
at the Council of National. Defense 
headquarters.

DONATED TO SHAW’S GARDEN 


Gift of D. S. Brown Includes Orchids, 
Palms and Other Specimens of 
Rare Varieties. 


A collection of orchids, palms and 
other plants, estimated to have cost 
$500,000, has been donated in large 
part to the Mossouri oBtanical Gar- 
den by D. S. Brown, who recently dis- 
posed of his estate, “Brownhurst,”’ 
on the Denny road near Kirkwood. 

Reservation of about 2000 cprdi- 
pedium, or Lady Finger orchids, was 
made by Brown, the remainder hav- 
ing been removed to the garden dur- 
ing the last few days. 

The Board of Trustees regards this 
gift as the greatest which has been 
received since the foundation of the 
garden. 

Included in the donation are about 
$00 orchids of a multitude of vare- 
eties, many of them not represented 
at the garden, something like 1)0 
palms of new and rare types, and 
several ferns,s one of the tree va- 
riety and about 30 feet tall. Thére 
is also a palm named for Brown, .the 
only one Known of that type in the 
country. 

The collection was the work of 
nearly half a century. Virtually all 
the purchases were made through 
European experts, and at a time when 
the specimens bought were in their 
rarest stage and at their highest 
value.

WITH THE BRITISH ARMY IN 
FRANCE, May 11 (By A. P.).—One 
of the most daring bits of work ever 
done by British battle planes was 
carried out Tuesday evening, -when 
two English machines fought. 20% 


German scouts to a standstill, de- | 
stroying eight of the enemy and 
forcing. several others to abandon 
the conflict, The. British machines 
returned’ safely, having abandoned 
their attack only when their ammu- 
nition became exhausted at the end 
of a half-hour. , 

In addition to destroying eignt of 
the 20 German airplanes, the British 
aviators sent down five others darik- 
aged. The battle began when the 
British aviators attacked seven Ger- 
man planes. Two other enemy for- 
mations came up, raising the total 
of German machines to 20, but, in- 
stead of retiring, the two — British 
fighters pressed the attack, 

In and out among the large enemy 
force these two planes; with their 
gallant little crews, swirled and 
charged, working their rapid-firers 


on the trail of a big German ma- 
chine, riddled it with bullets. The 
enemy airplane hung quivering in 
the air for a moment and then, turn- 
ing its nose toward the earth, 
crashed down with sheets of flame 
bursting from it.’ The seven otfter 
German machines were 
‘pieces. 

Thirty minutes had sufficed for 
the two British machines to accom- 
plish all this. Only seven of the 20 
enemy planes remained in the air. 
The British had used up all their 
ammunition and then withdrew in 
safety.

Production and Conservation Miracle 
It amazes me (and makes me al~ 
most fear that American mental 
habits are becoming urbanized, as 
they unfortunately are in England) 
that more has not been said and felt 
on this subject, for a real miracle has 
been wrought, both in production— | 
which is the first essential—and in 
conservation. I could enlarge on the 
details of the miracle for columns, 
but must leave this part of the theme 
in hope that someone else will give 
the American farmers their due.

The constantly increasing business taxed Mr. Adolph Moll’s time 
to such an extent that he installed his eldest son, Paul Moll, who 
was just out of college, as General Manager. Suffice to say that 
Paul was a “chip off of the old block,” and the business incr 
by leaps and bounds under his management. 


In the year 1893 the concern was incorporated as the A. Moll 
Grocer Co., with Mr. A. Moll, President; Paul Moll, Vice-President; 
Louis Idier, Secretary and Treasurer, as incorporators. ) ; 


The growth of the business was phenomenal and it became appar- 
ent at this time that a more up-to-date salesroom was necessary and 
again the architects and builders were consulted. The new com- 
pany bought the ground of 6164618 Franklin avenue, adjoining their 


store, and the present imposing four-story structure was erected and 


opened for business in the Fall of the same year, introducing new 
and modern ideas in every department. 


Adolph Moll never spared himself in the least. He worked early 
and late and carried the immense burden of detail on his shoulders 
as he always had done.

And both have done more 
harm than good to the game. 
“When I had my world’s cham- 
pionship aggregation they did every- 
thing pulled in a modern contest.

Optimism that success of planting 
would at least equal the average 
carried the local corn market down- 
ward last week, notwithstanding that 
at one: time freezing temperature 
prevailed.

but then the bulls were handicapped 
by Government figures evidencing 
that commercial stocks of corn to- 
taled much larger than a year ago. 

Owing to scarcity of seed and the 
doubt as to its germinating quality, 
the view prevailed later that, un- 
seasonable cold, which suddenly de- 
veloped, might halt planting. How- 
ever, the unexpected speedy restora- 
tion of summer-like temperature led 
to general confidence again that the 
planting outlook was good and a 
normal yield most promising., Yes- 
terday’s market was 2c lower than 
Friday’s close and prices hit the low- 
est level of the week. 

Oats declined as a result langely| ” 
of the bearish crop outlook, and the 
slowness of shipping call, both for do- 
mestic and export account. Yester- 
day’s market was weak.

MIT.—To Resilver Old Mirrors: 
First take off old silver by the use 
of nitric acid. Rinse with clear wa- 
ter and wipe off edges with a cloth. 
Polish the surface of the side of 
the glass to be silvered with rouge, 
so as to remove grease and any for- 
eign matter. Then clean the rouged 
surface off with a brush and a solu- 
tion of chloride of tin and water. 
After cleaning thoroughly rinse 
with clear water and lay glass on a 
flat table that is level, being careful 
not to touch the surface. Next make 
a solution of ™% oz. silver nitrate 
precipitate in ammonia with 8 ozs. 
of distilled water. Dilute % oz. of 
Rochelle salts in 8 ozs. of distilled 
water. After these solutions are 
made and the glass cleaned and 
ready for silver, take about 8 drams 
of silver solution and 6 drams salts, 
mix, and pour same on glass with 
enough distilled water to flood the 
glass.

best lime plasters the proportion of 
| the ingredients is generally about 1 

part lime and 2 parts sand, with 1's 
| bushels of hair to each 100 Ibs. of 
lime. The general mode of proced- 
ure in mixing lime plaster on the 
building site is as follows: The lime 
is first slacked in a tight box by 
adding water, and then the hair is 
added and thoroughly incorporated 
with the lime; lastly, the sand is 
added and thoroughly mixed with 
the lime and hair. Usually the whole 
process cccupies but 1 or 2 hrs., but 
to get the very best plaster possible 
the slacked lime should be allowed 
to stard from 24 hrs. to 7 days be- 
fore the hair and sand are added, 
and then the mixture should stand 
about a week; it is then mixed with 
water to the proper plasticity and 
immediately applied. Natural ce. 
ment plasters are made from cer- 
tain kinds of earth found in Kansas 
and Texas, which assume a pulver- 
ized form when calcined, and when 
mixed with water will set like hy- 
draulic lime or cement. The chemi- 
cal or patented plasters are of a 
secret composition, but are all com- 
pounds of gypsum, to which is added 
some chemical that has the effect 
of retarding the naturaliy quick set- 
tingof that material.

READER.—In COaesar’s time Al- 
sace-Lorraine was occupied by Cel- 
tic tribes, and formed part of an- 
cient Gaul, but during the decline of 
the Roman empire the Almanni and 
other tribes from beyond the Rhine 
occupied and largely Germanized 
it. From the ‘tenth century it 
formed part of the German empire 
under Otho III and Henry Il, and 
various sovereign dukes and princes, 
latterly of the house of Hapsburg; 
till a part of it was ceded to France 
at the peace of Westphalia (1648), 
and the rest fell a prey to the ag- 
gressions of Louis XIV, who seized | 
Strasburg (1681) by surprise in 
time of peace. By the peace of 
Ryswick (1697) the cession of the 
whole territory was ratified. Thus, 
as the Germans used to complain, 
was this fine land. with one of the 
noblest branches of the race, alien=- 
ated from the German people, and 
the command of the German Rhine 
disgracefifily surrendered to the 
enemy in the time of misfortune. 
German never ceased to be the chief 
language of the people, and all 
newspacers were, during the whole 
period of the French possession, 
printed in both languages. In 
1814-15 Russia would not hear of 
the restitution of Alsace-Lorraine 
to Germany; and not till 1871, after 
the Franco-Prussian war, were Al- 
sace and German Lorraine, by the 
treaty of I*rankfort, incorporated 
in the new German empire. The 
great mass of the population were 
strongly against the change, and 
160,000 elected to be French, though 
only 50,000 went into actual exile,

Where One Has Few Birds It Is 
Cheaper to Buy Than Pre- 
pare Their Ration. 


- After the chicks are 10 days old a 
good growing mash, composed of 2 
parts by weight of bran, 2 parts mid- 
dlings, 1 part corn meal, 1 part low- 
grade wheat flour or red-dog mid- 
dlings, and 10 per eént sifted beef 
scrap, may be placed in a hopper 
and left before them all the time. 
The mash may be fed either wet or 
dry; if wet, only enough moisture, 
either milk or water, should be added 
to make the feed crumbly, but in-no 
sense sloppy. When this growing 
mash or mixture is nct used a hop- 
per containing bran should be ac- 
cessible to the chickens at all times. 

After the chickens are two months 
old they may be fed four times daily 
with good results. After they are 
three months old three feedings a 
day are enough. 

Kinds of Feed Used. 

When one has only a few chickens 
it is less trouble to purchase the pre- 
pared chick feeds, but where a con- 
siderable number are reared it -is 
sometimes cheaper to buy the finely 
cracked grains and mix them to- 
gether. Some chick feeas contain 
a large quantity of grit and.may con- 
tain grains of poor quality, so that 
they should be carefully examined, 
and a guaranty as to quality secured 
with the purchase. 

As soon as the chickens will eat 
the whole wheat—usually in about 
eight weeks—cracked corn and other 
grains the small-sized chick feed can 
be eliminated. In addition to the 
above feeds the chicken’s growth can 
be hastened if they are given sour 
milk, skim milk or buttermilk to 
drink. Growing chickens kept on a 
th! good range may be given all their 
feed in a hopper, mixing 2 parts by 
weight of cracked corn with 1 part 
of wheat, or equal parts of cracked 
corn, Wheat and oats in one hopper 
and the dry mash for chickens in an- 
other. 

How Mash is Fed. 

The beef scrap may be left out of | 
the dry mash and fed in a separate 
hopper, so that the chickens can eat 
all of this feed they desire. If the 
beef scrap is to be fed separately it 
is advisable to wait until the chicks 
are 10 days old, although some poul- 
trymen put the beef scrap before the 
young chickens at the start without | 
bad results. 


should always be supplied with green 
feed, such as lettuce, sprouted oats, 
alfalfa, or clover, but the best place 
to raise chickens successfully is on a 
good range where no extra green 
feed is required. Where the chickens 
are kept in small bare yards, fine 
charcoal grit and oyster shell should 
be kept before the chickens all of the 
time and cracked or ground bone 
may be fed. The bone is not neces- 
sary for chickens that have a good 
range. .

Persons who decide to start rais- 
ing rabbits should buy from reliable 
breeders and fanciers, and not the 
dealer. If stock is bought from a 
dealer there will be no _ possible 
chance of being refunded in case the 
stock is not as represented or dis- 
eased. 

When buying stock the purchaser 
should be positive that the party 
owning the stock is a member of the 
National Breeders and Fanciers’ As- 
sociation and affiliated associations.

oa ii produced many of such. 


Here is @ page of “swan songs,” written by poets 
who have perished on the field of battle and who may 
have felt that at the time of writing their end was 
near. They represent some of the best Hterature which 
has come out of the great war, and wihtle some of it 
has been printed before, and is familiar, the poems 
given here are bound to become part of the permanent 
record of the great conflict and are worthy of re- 
reading and preservation. 


LAN SEEGER was born in New York City 
June 22, 1888. In 1912 he went to Paris, 
living there as a student writer. During 
the third week of the war he enlisted 
in the Foreign Legion taking part in the 
battle of Champagne, which provided ma- 
terial for a long poem. July 4, 1916, 
Seeger’s squad was caugnt tn the fire of six machine 
guna trained from Belloy-en-Santerre, which village 
the legion had been ordered to attack. Seeger, 
wounded, continued to cheer his comrades as they 
rushed the successful charge. Next morning he died. 
Twenty fine poems did this modern knight errant 
write while in active service, his best, his veritable 
“swan song,” being “I Have a. Rendezvous With 
Death:” 


I have a rendezvous with Death 

At some disputed barricade, 

When spring comes back with rustling shade 
And apple blossoms fill the air— 

I have a rendezvous with Death 

When spring brings back bluejays and fair. 


It may be he shall take my hand 

And lead me into his dark land 

And close my eyes and quench my breath— 
It may be I shall pass him still. 

I have a rendezvous with Death 

On some scarred slope of battered hill, 
When spring comes round again this year 
And the first meadow flowers appear. 


God knows ‘twere better to be deep 
Pillowed in silk and scented down, 

Where love throbs out in blissful sleep, 

Pulse nigh to pulse, and breath to breath, 
Where hushed awakenings are dear. * * ® 
But I’ve a rendezvous with Death 

At midnight in some flaming town, 

When spring trips north again thie year, 

And I to my pledged word am true, 

I shall not fail that rendezvous.

Rupert Brooke, the brilliant, impassioned English 
lad who responded to the call of his country at the 
earliest possible opportunity, died on the Dardanelles 
expedition, April 23, 1915. Not long before the face 
and form that so truly proclaimed his right to poetic 
honors were buried on the Island of Skyros Rupert 
Brooke had sent from the Aegean Sea to the hearts 
of countless sympathetic humans the poem by which 
he will be forever remembered, “The Soldier”: 


“If I should die, think only this of me: 
That there’s some corner of a foreign field 

That is forever England. There shall be 
In that rich earth a richer dust concealed; 

A dust that England bore, shaped, made aware, 
Gave once her flowers to love, her ways to roam,

A body of England’s, breathing Bnglish air, 
Washed by the rivers, blest by suns of home.

The flowers of spring and summer, the sweetness of 
the blossoming earth, figure much, quite naturally, in 
the “swan songs’ of the poet soldiers, mingling with 
the trumpet call of insurgent valor. This double strain 
swells nobly in the “swan song” of Lieutenant-Colonel 
John McRae, who not long since died of pneumonia 
at Boulogne. “In Flanders Fields” shares with Brooke's 
“The Soldier’ and Seeger’s “Rendezvous” the honor 
of having been quoted and reprinted as widely, despite 
its recent appearance, as any poem in the English 
language: 


In Flanders fields the poppies blow 
Between the crosses, row on row, 
That mark our place; and in the sky 
The larks still bravely sing and fly, 
Scarce heard amidst the guns below. 
We are the dead. Short days ago 
We lived, felt dawn, saw sunset glow, 
Loved and were loved, and now we lie 
In Flanders fields. 


Take up our quarrel with the foe, 

To you from falling hands we throw 

The torch—be yours to hold it high; 

If ye break faith with us who die, 

We shall not sleep, though poppies grow 
In Flanders fields.

The note of solemn prescience is also strongly evi- 
dent in the “Lament From the Dead’’ of Lieut. W. L. 
Wilkinson, killed on Vimy Ridge soon after producing 
this, one of the most poignant poems of the war. It 
gravely informs “Lights Out,” tender, typical lyric of 
Edward Thomas, whose poetic honors, just flowering 
when war took him, were gained under the nom de 
plume of “Edward Eastway,” and who was killed 
at Arras about a year ago. It forms basis and keynote 
of Leslie Coulson’s “But a Short Time to Live’’: 


One little hour—how swift it flies— 
When poppies flare and lilies smile; 
How soon the fleeting minute dies, 
Leaving us but a little while 
To dream our dreams, to sing our song, 
To pick the fruit, to pluck the flower. 
The Gods—they do not give us long— 
One little hour.

One little hour—how soon it dies; 

How short a time to tell our beads, 
To chant our feeble Litanies, 

To think sweet thoughts, to do good deeds. 
The altar lights grow pale and dim, 
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The bells hang silent in the tower— 
80 passes with the dying hymn

Cyril Morton Horne, “late Captain of the Seventh 
Battalion, King’s Own Scottish Borderers,” died most 
dramatically on Jan. 27, 1916, “somewhere in France.” 
But 29 years of age when summoned “on higher sefv- 
ice,” he gave his life for the rescue of a wounded fel- 
low soldier lying in front of the trenches. A shrapnel 
shell exploded overhead just as his comrades held 
their breath to cheer his heroic deed. From Capt. 
Horne’s posthumous book, “Songs of the Shrapnel 
Shell,” may be borrowed this veritable swan song, 
called “Afterwards,” written shortly before his death: 


In the afterwards, when I am dead, 

I want no flowers over my head. 

But if Fate and the Gods are kind to me 
They'll send me a Sikh half company 

To fire three volleys over my head— 

To sweeten my sleep, when I am dead,

And the Sikhs shall say (that were once my own): 

“Who rode with us often now rides alone!’ 

And leaning over the grave they'll sigh— 

“Sahib murgyal! Ki jae, Ki jae!” (“The Sahib is 
dead! Rest his soul!’’) 

And I who so loved them, one and all, 


Shall stir no more at the bugle call, 

But another Sahib shall ride instead . 
At the head of my Sikhs, when I am dead. 
And even the thought which hurts me so 
Shall cease to trouble me when I go. 


My chestnut charger, Mam’selle 

(She was fleet of foot and I loved her well!) 
Shall nibble the grass above my head, 
Unknowing the one she loved is dead. 
Someone—my Horse and my Company— 


Shall fail to smile at the comedy; 
Shall strive to reason, yet fair to guess 
That Life is little and Death is less! 
And they shall sorrow a little space 


Till somebody comes to fill my place; 

But all their sorrow, their grief and pain, 
They shall expend upon me—in vain!

Poetic death prescience of quite different order is 
evidenced by “All the Hills and Vales Along,” the 
“swan song” of Capt. Charles Hamilton Sorley, born 


in 1895, killed in action Oct. 13, 1915: 


All the hills and vales along 
Earth is bursting into song, 
And the singers are the chaps 
Who are going to die, perhaps. 
O sing, marching men, 
Till the valleys ring again. 
Give your gladness to earth's keeping, 
So be glad, when you are sleeping. * * * 
From the hills and valleys earth 
Shouts back the sound of mirth, 
Tramp of feet and lilt of song 
Ringing all the road along. 
All the music of their going, 
Ringing, singing, glad song-throwing, 
Earth will echo still, when foot 
Lie numb and voice mute. 
On, marching men! on 
To the gates of death with song.

The contest is to see who can 
most speedily turn out the ships 
which Uncle Sam needs to win the war, and the 
rat-a-tat-tats issue deafeningly from the construction 
yards all over the country. They are the same sort 
of rat-a-tat-tats which fasten the steel work of sky- 
scrapers into place, but multiplied many times in the 
volume of their sound, because of the greater number 
oi persons engaged in making them. 

The spirit of patriotic rivalry has entered into the 
business of shipbuilding and competition between 
yards and individuals has taken on aspects as exciting 
as baseball. Score sheefs record accomplishments 
and large sums of money have been wagered on re- 
sults. 

The employes of the Union [Iron Works of San Fran- 
cisco, for instance, are betting those at the Fore River 
plant at Quincy, Mass., $10,000 that they can produce 
destroyers faster than the Eastern men. The com- 
pany originally put up the money, but the workers in- 
sisted that the wager be turned over to them, and 
they subscribed all of it, in sums from $50 to $500. 

Meyer Bioomfield, head of the Industrial Service De. 
partment of the Emergency Fleet Corporation, re- 
turned to Washington recently from an inspection 
tour on the Pacific coast, with two certified checks for 
$10,000 each, put up in a wooden shipbuilding contest. 
The Grant-Porter Ship Co. of Portland, Ore., chal- 
lenged the entire shipbuilding industry of the United 


States and staked its money that it would “continue . 


to set the pace” for any yards doing work for the 
Fieet Corporation. The Standifer Construction Co. of 
Vancouver, Wash., which wrote the other check, put 
it back of the proposition that it could deliver more 
wooden steamers in the next 12 months, exclusive of 
any now in the water, than any other yard. It was 
also willing to risk the money on the speed with which 
it could construct a single ship. 

Most of the vessels which are being constructed to 
hasten men and supplies to France are of steel, and a 
steel vessel ts a creature of rivets. They bind its hull 
together. For the standardized 7500-ton craft which 
is being produced at several Eastern yards 650,000 
of them are required. Therefore, the rivet, a small item 
in itself, plays one of the leading parts in the Gov- 
ernment’s ship-building program and the riveter is 
one of its mainstays. Out of this fact has grown a 
rivalry in riveting, with all of the big yards entering 
their champions. 

On the face of the latest records it looks as if “Fin- 
ner” Schock of the Baltimore Drydocks and Ship- 
building Co. might become the Ty Cobb of the new 
game. His record makes him the league leader as 
nearly as can be reckoned, although the figures of his 
achievement, written down by themselves, fo not 
look large and are impressive chiefly as showing the 
great need for more men to do the sum of the work 
that is to be Gone. Schock and his helpers put 2720 
rivets im the floor of a steamer in a day of nine hours. 

Owing to the varying conditions under which rivet- 
driving t carried on a standard scoring method for

contests has been worked out by the Steel Ship Con- 
struction Division of the Emergency Fieet Corpora- 
tion. Some of the rivets are of the snap variety for 
fioors and the driving of these and the riveting of the 
sides of the ships is comparatively easy work. But 
there fs also the counter-sunk riveting of the bottom, 
for which the chief riveter is obliged to crouch all day 
on the ground, holding dis heavy pneumatic hammer 
against the white hot bolts of steel which his assistants 
push through the holes in the steel plates from the 
inside of the hull. The hammer weighs probably 
40 pounds and its operator is not for a moment in 
a natural position while he is at work, and comes 
eway from it in a state of collapse. The number of 
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Holding this forty-pound pneumatic hammer, 
eight hours a day, calls for much stamina. 


helpers a workman may have figures in the scoring, 
and the size of ‘the rivets makes a difference; also, 
whether a ship is entirely steel or of composite con- 
struction. 

One of the incentives to the men to speed up is the 
fact that they do “piecework” and the rate of pay 
gives them a chance to make “good money.” “Fin- 
ner” Schock, on the day he set his mark, earned $83.50, 
with five helpers, and while the helpers’ share depends 
on what terms they make with the riveter, Schock 
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sands of pneumatic defeat Germany and official records of individual achieve- the Downey Shipbuilding Co. at Mil- 


liken, N. Y., recently drove 1512 rivets 
in a day and made $68.40, with three 
helpers, and an Italian named Deliuco, 
who was in a race with him, earned 
$57.05. A high record for number of 
rivets driven is 2805, held by three 
Syrians at the Fore River plant of tlie Bethlehem cor- 
poration, but the work was under conditions which 
earned them but $70 for nine hours. 

In spite of good pay and constantly improving work- 
ing conditions, the shipyards are having serious diffi- 
culty in getting help. The reason is not hard to seo, 
when it is considered that a year ago shipbuilding in 
this country was a decadent industry, in which no cap- 
italist cared to risk his money, and that a shipyard 
was about the last place that an American mechanic 
would look for a job. Thanks to the Government hav- 
ing gone into the ship business, the industry has sud- 
denly become one vibrant with energy, in which many 
millions of capital are seeking investment, and al- 
though tens of thousands of the country’s best 
skilled workmen are flocking to the shipyards, 
their number is not great enough Months ago it was 
seen that unusual steps would have to be taken to 
supply the deficiency. For this purpose the Emergency 
Fleet Corporation established a school for instructors 
at Newport News. From the various yards 100 of the 
best riveters, caulkers, fittera, loftsmen and other 
workmen were sent to the school and taught how to 
teach others. They are now back in their places, in- 
creasing working efficiency, speeding up building, 
making skilled workers out of novices and economizing 
time and money. 

About two months used to be spent in breaking in a 
riveter, for instance. The method followed usually was 
to put a new man at work on some old plates and let 
him largely grope and bungle his way toward effi- 
ciency. Occasionally someone would offter a sug- 
gestion. What he was working on was of no account 
in shipbuilding and he couldn't hurt it much, so why 
bother too much about him? The same yards which 
formerly allowed such waste of time are now turning 
out good riveters in 10 days. 

At first it was some trouble to convince a good many 
of the men sent to the teachers’ schoo] that there was

anything for them to learn about their respective: 


trades. Their attitude is illustrated by a conversation 
between two riveters, one of whom had just arrived at 
Newport News, skeptical, and the other of whom had 
been there some time. They were pals and the first 
said frankly that he had demonstrated his ability fo 
drive 500 to 600 good, honest, one-inch rivets every 
day, from Monday to Saturday, every week, and he 
didn’t think there was anybody around the place who 
could teach him his Prsiness 

“Say, Bill,” said his friend, “the first two or three 
days you are here things will look all wrong, but don't 
make a fool of yourself the first day, like I did, and 
say so. Wait a week and see what you think about it 
then.” Bill took his advice, with the result that he 
not only learned a good deal—admittedly—but he be- 
came a first-class instructor. 

At the school they have gone so far as to study 
psychological as well as mechanical questions. At one 
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are unloaded and stacked up in the order of their use. 

The plant at River Rouge is very simply described. 
Across the northern end of the three long building 
shops is the stock storeroom. Here the parts are 
stacked in an order convenient for their distribution 
about the building shops, at points where the progress 
of the ships’ construction will bring them into use. 
The three long structures, running north and south, 
are the building or construction shops. 

Third, at the far end of each of the construction 
shops—that is, the end next to the storeroom at which 
the material is unloaded—a moving platform, made of 
massive timbers and mounted on railroad trucks, is 
erected. 
on this platform. The next operation is to affix the 
ribs to the keel. All this is done as the ship moves 
down the ways, its moving platform carrying it. As 
the ship moves slowly along it passes gangs of men, 
each of whieh does the special work required of it, 
and then the ship moves on to receive the next opera- 
tion. * 

» Observe that when one keel is laid and moves on 
down the ways to receive the other operations, a new 
moving platform takes its place, and another keel is 
laid. Thies continues all the time. The construction 
shops are very long, and when the wiys are full there 
are to be many ships under construct.on in each; the 
first one just having its keel laid, the last one just 
ready to be slipped into the water and receive the fin- 
ishing that must be done out-of-doors. As there are 
several buildings, with one shipway in each, it will 
be seen that many ships wil) be under construction at 
the same time. As they ail near completion the rate 
of launching them will be extraordinarv. 

The third process, therefore, is the long one down the 
distance of the construction shops, wuence the ships 
emerge complete up to the gun deck. That is to say, 
complete in everything that pertains to the hull and its 
interior. It is a complete steel boat, without the super- 
structure and the housing, the guns, anchors, staffs, 
spars, stacks, funnels and other upper snd exterior 
works. ‘ 

Fourth, being ready to leave the shops, the ship is 
moved slowly out of doors on to a transfer, which is 
built on the principle of a moving crane without the 
crane, or a turntable that moves along but does not 
turn. It is a platform capable of receiving one ship and 
moving it along ‘on sunken rails until it reaches the 
launching place. Here, by a contrivance especially 
adapted to this purpose, the water is enabled to come 
in and float the ship off to a nearby basin, where it is 
tied up at a dock. 

Fifth comes the fitting-out operation. Tris is done 
at the dock at the side of the basin. And here the 
same principle of progressive operation is pursued as 
in the shop. That is, the ship ties up at the north end

of the dock, receives the work and supplies that are 
arranged for there; then moves down the dock a little, 
where more material and labor are served her. Con- 
‘tinuing thus to move down, she becomes at every stop- 
ping place a more fully equipped vessel, until at the 
last stopping place she is ready to start out into the 
river, pursue her way to the sea and cross thé ocean, 
to her appointed work. : 

The process is familiar to all who are acquainted 
with automobile production in Detroit., It is simply 
the efficient principle of successive and continuous op- 
eration, applied by hundreds of men, each doing his 
appointed task and nothing more. It is the principle 
which thas.made the Ford organization famous—‘‘bring 
the work to the man, don’t waste time by compelling 
the man to go to the work.” The ship-to-be, like the 
Ford automobile, simply moves down its track, grow- 


ing visibly at every yard of its progress, until it is fin- 


ished. This is the process that spells production, and 
this is one of Detroit’s contributions to the war. 

The operation will be continued at River Rouge as 
long a8 navigation is open on the lakes, and when the 
ice cleses in the only necessary readjustment will be 
the shipping of the steel parts to the seaboard at New- 
ark, WN. J., where a similar plant will assemble the 
vessels and launch them directly into the ocean. 

The work will employ thousands of men, besides the 
1000 engaged in turning out parts. It is strictly a 
wartime industry, to be discontinued when the U-boat 
menace ts destroyed.

In 014 shipyard practice the method of dealing with 
such a situation would simply have been to fire the 
man.

Riveting, because of its importance in shipbuilding, 
has been somewhat dwelt upon. How long it will 
retain its place of eminence is uncertain, because 


the progress of electric welding promises the ad- 
vent eventually of the rivetless ship. There are two 
processes of electric welding. One is an operation 
known as spot welding, which approximates rivet- 
ing. Instead of punching holes in the steel plates and 
fastening them together with hot rivets, two electrodes 
are applied on opposite sides of the plates’ to be 
joined, electric curremt turned on, and in a few sec- 
onds the metal at a spot about the diameter of a rivet 
is fused together, making a joint said to be stronger 
than the plate itself. In the other process, arc weld- 
ing, copper electrodes which do not themselves fuse 
are drawn along the edges or the plates to be joined, 
forming a continuous fused seam. Both processes have 
been shown to be practicable, but they are not likely to 
come into extensive use immediately, for the reason 
that to adopt them wholly would require the shipbuild- 
ers to change their present expensive equipment almost 
entirely, causing the loss of both money and time.

T is the intention in the*présent instance to 
write of things French and of things Amer- 
ican and English which are in France, but 
to write of them without sequence of events, 
purpose or plot. It is much pleasanter to 
wander aimlessly than with design. There 
was an American soldier at the railway sta- 

tion the other day with whom I fell into conversation. 
“I get lost every darn time | come to Paris,” he 

said. 
“How many. times have you 


been here?” f 

“Twice,” he answered. 

But he was enjoying the life 
and the country, and the nov- 
elty of soldiering in a* foreign 
land. We wandered about the 
station and admired the neat 
barricades of sandbag piles be- 
fore windows. They are there nS, 
only as protective and pre- ~ gach 
ventive measures. It is eth- a 
ical in raiding a city from the 
air to try to blow up its rail- 
way stations, so measures are 
taken to guard them against 
the raiders. 

A man in military uniform in 
France, when he approaches 
the ticket window and an- 
nounces his destination and the 
class he wishes to travel, also 
says “Tarif militaire’ and his 
ticket costs him just one-fourth 
of the price paid by a civilian. 

Nine-tenths of the travel on 
trains is military. Soldiers be- 
ing moved in bodies are trans- 
ported in troop trains, but in 
ordinary passenger trains are 
officers of any of the allied 
armies, and privates going on 
leave, or on individual mis- 
sions. 

The French private soldier 
gets only about 5 cents a day, 
nothing toscompare with the 
affluent $30 a month which our men get. A 
chauffeur of our army picked up a 
French soldier and carried him to the edge of 
a town. He explained to me that he had thus 
violated the regulations, because he had learned of one 
man who got out of the trenches on 10 days’ leave, 
and who had been forced to walk two and a half days 
to get home, and the same amount of time to get back 
to the front. Half of his leave was taken up on the 
road. 

There are few grade crossings in France, and every 
one of the few is guarded by gates which.slide along 
a little track. These are great annoyances to the 
Americans, whose custom:-it is to glance up and down 
the track from afar, and then step on ’er, and get 
across quick. They must stop their cars and sound 
their sirens until a woman in wooden shoes comes out 
of the house and unbars the way. 


Sometimes a train moves past while the American 
motor waits, and it usually comes in for considerable 
criticism. The low-set, two-story passenger coaches 
for third-class passengers do not meet with American 
approval at all, and the immense casks set on flat 
cars, whiclt makes the French tank car for bulk wine, 
ia considered a waste of time. 


Another peculiarity which the Americans have noted 
and which they doubt whether they ought to approve, 
is the difference in the care which the French en- 
gineer and brakeman receive compared with their 
American brothers. The French engineer’s cab is cov- 
ered, but not inclosed on the side or rear, and he has 

‘no seat, but stands up throughout his run. On the 
other hand, the brakes on freight and tank cars usu- 
ally are covered with a neat little house which is a 
consideration never shown the freight brakeman in 
our country. It has been suggested that the presi- 
dent of the road must have been a brakeman once. 

Every traveler who passes by Joan of Arc’s birth- 
place stops, of course, and goes through the house 
where she was born.

In 
the sudden evacuation of territory, it would be the 
ideal vehicle to carry the clock and the cat and such

NCE a kinker always a kinker. The 
smell of the sawdust gets into the nos- 
trils and stays. No. change of scene, 
climate or occupation will take it away. 
He who flees from it comes back in a 
little while to the ringed and trapezed 
spaces beneath the canvas big top 

where it may be found. In lasting qualities it is as 
the odor of fresh printers’ ink, in strength as the 
poppy's essence, and it subdues all who come within 
its range—roughneck, razorback and klunkie, who are 
laborers of the circus, and lordly kinker, or performer, 
alike. 

Some, like George Hartzell,* who have inhaled its 
hypnotizing fragrance, never try to come out of the 
spell, but, long after the urge of financial neces- 
sity has ceased, continue to yield contentedly to its 
influence so long as they may. Hartzell, for instance, 
might have retired long ago with a competence. Good 
fortune has attended his busines ventures. Possibly 
he is not quite “the millionaire clown’ he has been 
rated, but his wealth is sufficient many times over 
to maintain him in ease for the remainder of his years. 

Neither he nor Mrs. Hartzell, who is’ his constant 
companion, his partner and-adviser, will have it so. 
Their excuse is that they “‘wish to be healthy and hap- 
py as well as rich,” that to be healthy and happy they 
must retain their youthfulness of spirit, and that to 
retain youthfulness of spirit they must keep in touch 
with youth; and for that, they beg you to believe, there 
is no place like the circus. Of course, they are slaves 
of the sawdust’s aroma, though they won’t admit it. 


on chaperoning young women of the show year after 
year, with no other plans for the future. 

Hartzell is prett¥ nearly, if not in fact, the dean of 
American circus clowns. Al Miaco of New York, one 
of his former fellow performers, is older in point of 
years, still being at work at the age of 77. Hartzell 
Las begun his thirty-eighth year in the circus business 
and his twenty-first as directors of clowns for Ringling 
Bros. He has been seen by millions of persons and 
his impersonating of William Jennings Bryan is fa- 
mous. He has obsemyed the growth of the circus from 
the days when it was hauled about the country in a 
few wagotis to its present proportions. He remembers 
when 45 or 50 “‘kinkers” and a proportionate number 
of other employes were a large company for one show. 
Ringlings now have near to 1300 employes. 

It was at about the time other men 
take up the business made famous by the late Phineas 
T. Barnum that Hartzell began his career as a show- 
man. He remembers when “Jim’’ Bailey was privi- 
lege man around the Barnum outfit, which had head- 
quarters at Bridgeport, Conn., and he can recite the 


‘history of the Cooper & Bailey show and the Barnum 


& Bailey combination. He got his own start with Joe 
(“Pogey”) O’Brien in Philadelphia, when that city was 
a circus rendezvous, and he was thére when John 
Forepaugh opened a theater on Eighth. street and 
Adam Forepaugh and O’Brien started the first Fore- 
paugh show. Adam Forepaugh was a horse dealer 
and O’Brien got him to go into the circus business. 
When Adam died in the latter ’80s John Forepaugh, who 
was his son, took charge of the business. After that 
the Forepaugh-Sells combination and the passing of 
the Barnum & Bailey partnership and the death of the 
principals were incidents written by time and cir- 
cumstances into circus history. 

Hartzell was successively with O’Brien, the Fore- 
paughs, Scribner & Smith, John Robinson and the 
Sells shows before attaching himself to the Ringlings 
when the brothers started in the business with a small 
road show and menagerie in 1888. Clowning isn’t 
what it used to be, Hartzell will tell you. The busi- 
ness has been greatly improved. It is more of an 
art than formerly. 

“Under the old order of things,” he said recently, 
“the clown was virtually the keystone around which 
the show was built. He had to be a versatile chap, 
who could sing a song, tell a story, crack a joke or do 
a tumbling stunt or gymnastic turn or a funny dance 
to amuse the circus crowd. He was something on 
the order of the vaudeville or burlesque performer of 
Now the clown’s dependency is largely upon 
pantomime and mimicry. 

“When the circus was a one-ring affair the clown

held a prominent place in the single perform- 
ance arena. Now that it has grown into a great, 
hree-ring hippodrome, his activities are restrict- 
ed largely to the hippodrome track.

The clown has to be original; he has to think out 
new ideas for his work, hinged upon current, 
live topics. Without the old song and dance to 
rely upon he has to appear before the people in 
a pantomime that will amuse.

It is related that the Bryan stunt was 
worked once under the auspices of a group of St. 
Louis motorists. They rented a suite of rooms at a 
hotel and invited in several guests who afterward 
believed they had met and talked with Bryan. Well- 
remembered of Hartzell’s burlesques on the hippo- 
drome track are ‘“‘T. R.” returning from the African 
jungles and *“‘Doc Cook” finding the North Pole. Hart- 
zell not only is performing clown of long standing, but 
also a “producing” clown. In his office of master it is 
his work to “dope out” the stunts of nearly all the 
clowns of Ringlingville. His specialty is the develop- 
ment of features surrounding the men and events most 
prominent in the public eye. 

Dfscussing changed conditions of circus life, Hart- 
zell recalled that in the old days a “kinker’” would 
carry all of his personal effects in one trunk. He 
crawled into a wagon after a night performance and 
slept to the jolt of the vehicle working its way along 
country roads to the next town where the show was 
Today the circus man or woman changes 
costume after the show, hands his effects to the ward-

An Iron Foundry in the War Area 
N interesting narration of the operation under 
unique and difficult conditions of an iron 
foundry in the war area is given by the cor- 
respondent of a British paper writing from 
the firing line in France. He relates: One does not 
see much foundry work out here, but a few weeks ago 
I was billeted in a town nearby, and actually saw a 
cupola in full blast. I at once got permission to have 
a look around, and was greatly surprised at what I 
saw.

of proud boasting. “This is only for training in fit- 
ting them together,” you are told. The Ford staff re- ” 
fuses to be complimented until the Eagles begin to 
slip away. And by that time there will be many 
Eagles under construction all the time. Another diffi- 
culty meets the observer in his desire to mention the 
names of men who deserve the credit of this achieve- 
ment. You will be told that if you would give credit 
where it. is due, the list of names would swamp you. 

“You know,” they tell you, “everybody works here— 
including father.” Father, of course, is Mr. Ford. 
They tell -you of a laborer who contributed a very use- 
ful idea toward the indoor “dry-dock.” Nobody cor- 
ners the credit; nobody keeps silence about the credit 
due a man in lower station. Everybody—every one of 
the 1000 men detailed to this work—is new at the 
job. From the highest official in control to the rivet- 
ers and fitters, everyone had to learn the job from 
its A B C’s. Curiously enough, there isn’t a Man who 
had ever worked on any kind of any part of a boat 
before. American adaptiveness and efficiency char- 
acterize every step of the Eagle’s history. 

To manufacture the parts that go to make the boat, 
the Ford motor company has cut down its automobile 
production by half—from 3000 to 1500 a day. It isa 
practical exposition of the “win-the-war” spirit. 

If it should seem that this mention of spirit is a long 
step from the description of steel plates, let it be said 
that one is not long present in the Ford establishment 
without becoming aware that the most authentic in- 
terpretation of the steel-ribbed achievement lies in 
the spirit of the men who handle the steel. And this 
refers not to Mr. Ford only, but also to that riveter 
whom the observer saw stop in his work, call out to 
2 man passing through the “dry-dock” and pulling out 
10 $1 bills, pay them on a bond purchase he had made. 
There was something peculiarly fitting in a worker 
on the Eagle pausing a moment to lend the Govern- 
ment some money to carry on the war.

F*. It is a singular fact that the greatest problem the 
fe war-time ocean has presented is being solved in an

tinent and by an organization whose whole experience 
and facility has been gained in the manufacture of 
light automobiles. 

The very inconsistencies of the story, its apparent 
contradictions, will lend themselves to future romance. 
Here are seagoing ships being built by a plant pre- 
viously devoted to 1500-pound automobiles. Here water 
craft are being built by the makers of land vehicles. 
Here are potent instruments of war being built by one 
of the country’s most sincere believers in peace. 
Here are naval vessels being constructed by men who 
never built a boat before. And here, on a river so 
small as hardly to deserve the name, on a river too 
small to appear on any except local maps, these naval 
vessels will be launched and sent off on their ocean 
journeys. 

And—at this moment most inspiring and reassuring 
of all—the thing is being done, not talked about. 

On Jan. 18, 1918, about four months ago, the naval 
authorities of the United States transmitted two draw- 
ings to Henry Ford, with the request: ‘Please make 
these for us.” 

The drawings were little more than “pictures” of the 
plan and elevation of a new type of steel ship. . Only 
the most general description was given, it being left 
to the builder to draw detailed plans, to determine 


the number and shapes of parts, and to organize their 
assemblage into a completed vessel. The Ford organ- 
ization is one of the most wonderful in the world, but 
it contained no practical boat builders. There was 
nothing to do but work out a model, bit by bit, first 
on paper, then in realistic life-sized proportions on 
a vast newly varnished floor in the pattern room, and 
then in wooden models or frames. 


It is possible to follow the incubation of the idea, 
the development of the whole process step by step, 
as you pass from the draftsmen’s room to the pattern 
room, thence to the tool room and the steel room, and 
then on to the improvised indoor way whereon the 
first Eagle has taken shape and is ready to fly away. 


The drafting and engineering force of the Ford or- 
ganization worked day and night and Sunday in this 
task, and the difficulties they encountered were so 
numerous as now to constitute a theme of jocular 
remark among those who were most strenuously en- 
gaged—for it is a fact that men speak lightly of the 
most difficult problems when they have been safely 
mastered. , 

Nor is the mention of Sunday work to be taken as a 
matter of course, for in this respect also the Ford 
Motor Co. has been making history. Hitherto, no mat- 


. 


ter what the pressure of business, Henry Ford has 
never worked his shops on Sunday. It was.a matter 
of principle with him not to do so. But when it be- 
came a matter, not of profits for himself, but of life or 
death to his nation, or defeat or victory for the allies, 
Sunday work on the Eagles—only on the Eagles—was 
allowed as a war measure. On the principle, perhaps, 
that a deed well done for humanity hallows any day. 

In less than two weeks after the receipt of the orig- 
inal “picture” drawings, work had begun on the con- 
struction of the first Eagle. 


This is a record for speed—but the Ford people do 
not claim it as such. As one of the masters of the 
work remarked: “We don’t claim to be able to build 
one boat faster than anybody else, but we do claim 
to be able to beat anybody else in building 100 or 
1000 boats.” It is in the matter of large-scale produc- 
tion that records will be made both for speed and 
quantity. 


The record already made and the records to be made 
in the immediate future, have depended on a fact of in- 
estimable importance in this war. It is this: The 
Eagles are being built with the same tools used in 
building light automobiles. If the Ford shops had 
chosen .to instal special ship construction machinery 


"ed again in wooden model 


for this big job, a year or 18 months would have been 
required for «installation and readjustment. 


Thus, then, with more than 300 special drawings 
completed for keel and hulk, for bulkheads and wa- 
ter-tight compartments, for decks and gun stations, 
for quarters and superstructure, for engines and light- 
ing plants, ice plants and auxiliary systems; with 
every one of the hundreds of thousands of rivet holes 
accurately placed; with every steel bar twisted to its 
socket and every steel sheet sheared to its place; with 
every tiniest item measured to perfect adjustment; 
and then tested in larger assemblage drawing; test- 
placing; revised and 
searched for the chance of a single eighth-of-an-inch 
misfit—with all this preliminary work completed by 
the hardest and most continuous labor of the best ex- 
perts in the company’s employ, nothing remained but 
for the machinery of the plant to begin to produce the 
parts in quantities, and for the last practice test of all 
to be made—the putting together of the ship. 


The parts of the ship—the vessel in “knocked-down”’ 
shape—will continue to be made at the Ford automo- 
bile plant, but following the construction of the first 
ship, the setting up of the parts will be done at the 
new Ford shipbuilding plant on the River Rouge, by a 


process that presently will be described. 

it is a most curious spectacle, this steel ship set up 
in an automobile shop, miles from navigable waters. 
The improved “dry-dock” is the railroad track that 
runs through the center of one of the shops, an ob- 
long space upon which look down the galleries of all 
the shop floors above. Here, in the “well” along 
which freight cars used to come to unload material or 
receive a consignment of automobiles, the keel of the 
first Eagle was laid, from which the curving steel ribs 
arose that gave strength and contour to the hulk. The 
observer is astounded by this indoor experiment, and 
profoundly impressed by the big thing that has been 
done in so big a way. 


There is not a splinter of wood in the entire con- 
struction. It is subdivided from main deck to keel 
into water-tight compartments. Viewed from above, 
its lines resemble those of a clipper built for speed. 
Its prow is long-pointed and of strongly reinforced 
construction which will enable it to deliver a 
crushing and severing blow without damage to itself. 
Viewed inside, the ship resembles a congeries of strong 
steel cells, none of them connecting, and opening only 
at the top. : 


Aside from being*dangerous to the enemy, the Eagles 


history. The staccato roar of pneumatic riveting ma- 
chines fills her compartments from prow to rudder 
room. Her plated sides lift themselves like impreg- 
nable walls. Her prow has almost a “look” of con- 
scious strength and fearless resolve. Workmen swarm 
over her, a forest. of machinery rumbles around her, 
but there is a majestic stillness in her attitude. She 
is built to withstand still greater forces than any that 
surround her here. 

The first Eagle! Even to have stood upright on her 
deck, to have touched her side, is to have made con- 
tact with an epoch in the history of the war. 

Being a water bird, the eagle nests near the River 
Rouge, where the science of the engineer and the 
scoops of the laborer have made navigable the stream’s 
shallower reaches. Out there great shops are taking 
form, launching slips are being built and fitting basins 
walled up, in order that the program of “A ship a 
day” may soon be in progress. 

Now, here is the natural history of the Eagle, be- 
ginning where the previously described preliminary 
work leaves off, and quantity production starts. 

First, the parts of the ships are standardized and 
made in quantities at the Ford automobile factory. 
Steel ribs and plates, girders and spars, every bolt and 
rivet and joint are prepared at the Ford plant.
